The looked for execution of Wlra to morrow in excit¬

ing more remark and occupying the public miud to a
muob greater degree than did the banging of ttie con
spirators. Thin is probably due to the fact of the ex¬
tended notice given in this instance beforehand, while
la the case of the former execution scarcely more than
tan hours of daylight intervened between the public :in-
aouncement and the appearance of the condemned upon
tho scaffold. Win is raid to be In better condition to¬
day, physically and meutally, than any time during bis
ooaflnement. Be has had considerable slo-p, a moderate
appetite, and appears to gain more stamina an his hours
of lifetime approach the last. His spiritual adviser,
Vktber Boyle, was with him during much or
tlM afternoon, and left his cell about a quarter
part six this evening. Mr. Scbado also visited him
after an interview of tho former with President Johnson
this morning. The Interview is known to have been
productive of nothing to indicate that Wirt would be
Npneved, though on the streets and in the botols
to-nightpopular belief seems to be gradually and account¬
ably settling into that eonviction. Mr. Johnson Is known
to have met the petition of Mr. Schade for a commuta¬
tion of the sentence with kind and attentive regard, but
ottered nothing to cause a belief that Executive clemency
will be exercised in Wire's case, nor does Mr. Schade
ootertain the shadow of such a hope.
About Ave o'clock this afternoon Wire was called upon

Win replied, with some bitterness, that he
bad no commissions to intrust, and that the Consnl
General had done bim irreparable injury when he had
vafbaed, during the progreas of his trial, to receive the

CELEBRATION OF THE FORTY-FIFTH ANNIVERSARY.
The forty-fifth anniversary of the founding of th<f

Mercantile Library was celebrated last evening in the
reading room of the Iustitute, Clinton Hall, Astor place.
There was an exceedingly large attendance, among
which were . number of ladies. The programme wus
inaugurated by the performance of the grand march
from Meyerbeer's posthumous opera of L' Africainr, by
Dodworth's band. Throughout the evening the following
additional pieces of music were performed with consider
able taste:.

Mr. Irwin, the 1'rrsident, In rising apologized for the
absence of Mr. Hunt, tho Intended chairman, after which
he briefly enumerated the advantages derived from the
Institution.
Tho next address ww delivered by Mr. Isaac H. Raii.kv,

ex president of tho in«t itniion. He congratulated the
audience on this tho forty-fifth anniversary of the
founding of tho Mercantile Library. In the year 1820 a

notice appeared on tho bulletin of the Daily AUvertitT,
calling for a meeting of the merchants' clerks, in order
to form a library. This wja the first step taken to¬
wards the establishment of the magnificent institution
they were now in. Everything was very much
chanced in New York since that day. Tho entire
amount of the city tax at that time little ex¬
ceeded that whicn many individuate pay now,
and he did not see that much more value wax (riven.
True, the Aldermen and Councilman did not become rich
ao easily. There was a tradition somcw here that there
were honest men in office In those day*, tint that Is
hardly consonant with the position of a city magistrate
as now it Is understood. Meeting with discouragement
and reverses, the little band formed at the meeting re¬
ferred to battled against all, and on November 2, 1830,
the hall at the corner of Beekman and Nanaa, where
the Nassau Bank stands now, was formally opened. At
this time there were but one thousand five hundred
members, with' a library of six thousand volumes.
In 1861 the mortgage on the building was
cancelled. At this time the ball was found
insufficient. Subscriptions were raised, and, in
June, 1864, the present ball was opened, a dedicatory
service having been given at the Church of the Puritans,
together with an addrexs by Governor Seymour, then
Governor of New York State. In tho yearn 1866 »n<I I860
a call was made on the merchants of New York for sub¬
scriptions, to wbich they responded nobly, $77,000 being
oollected. The institution was still considerably in d^bt,
and In 1804 another call, aa nobly responded to, brought in
902,000, which defrayed the entire debt, leaving a sur¬
plus which was expended In the purchase or books. The
Institution is now free of ail liabilities, with nearly five
thousand members. He concluded by congratulating
the citisens of New York on having such an institution,
and one which was destined in a few years to become
the finest of the description In the world.
The Mayor of New York waa next introduced, and

made a few remarks on the advantages young men in the
city were able to obtain from such an institution.
Pim Coop**. Esq., who waa received with loud ap¬

plause, remarked that It gare him considerable pleasure
to be present on such an occasion, and to see in what a
flourishing condition the Mercantile Library was. The
pleasure waa intensified by hearing that it waa free of all
debt. He would adviss all young men, la their way
through life, to go In debt as seldom aa
possible. It and demoralisation were near neigh-
bora, and the one seldom came without the
other following It oloeely. It was a principle he bad
always followed, and which he knew from experience to
be the saoet correct The fount of knowledge open to the
youth of our land here should he freely partaken of by
alL Knowledge, learning and labor were three of the
great signs of a nation's progreaa As she was educated
so she waa stjre to be respected ; and aa her sons labored,
so weald they become prosperous. He sat down amid
fell* IPpllOH.

Olga Olgini as Hiebel, Slgnor Anastasi
as Faust, Slgnor Kellce Brandini as Mephistopheles, and
Slgnor Augustus Fellinl ss Valentin.
The house was again well tilled. Faust is exceedingly

popular, and there was evidently much anxiety to see

and hear the new instalment of Grau's triple company.
At first the artists were diffident, and the audience waited

patiently for a demonstration of their powers; but they
bad not to wait long, for the second act was very finely
sung. Anastasi is a tenure di Grazia, with a clear,
sweot voice, highly sympathetic and of great fre ti¬
neas withal. He is a handsome tenor, aud made

a seusation among the ladies. The Mephistopheles of
Brandini was a splendid piece of acting. His voice is
not profound, however.the cold of the climate evi¬
dently affected It.but the high notes are very fine.
Rlgnora Boschetti is incomparably the best Marguerite
we have men on the American stage. She has a beauti¬
ful face and a tall, graceful figure, and her acting was a

combination of infinite grace and simplicity, and
in the garden scene fairly held the audience
spellbound.

Queen of Marguerites. Slgnorlna Olgini made a charming
Siebel. She is quite young, exceedingly pretty and petite,
and carried the house by storm in the flower soup, which
she had to reiieat Boschetti made such a triumph in
Marguerite that Gran will probably be compelled to devl-
ateffrom his design of not repeating any opera.

object wan to make money, regardless of tho interest* of
art, and whose policy It wan to engage only third and
fourth rate singers, the people of the provinces de
term) tied U> render themselves musically independent of
us.

situated in Washington street, midway between Ran
dolph and Madison streets and State and Dearborn
streets.the very eentre of the fashionable part of the
city, and easily accessible by street railways. The style
of thosxtertor Is modern French, with dormer windows
in the roof, and was designed by Mr. Volk, the well
known sculptor. II is four stories high, and Is faced with
Athens marble. Tbe centre of the front, for a width of
twenty -tnTee Tee?, ^rqfects * a MDicl^ulsr form.s
feature which also ealsts la the new theatres of Antwerp
and Mayonce. Tbe grand entrance is Of marble, seven
teen feat wide by twenty-five feet high. The spandrilQ
are elaborately carved and crowned with tastefuf mil¬
lion corn lees, surmounted by a parapet containing pedes
tela for four statues of the Moses, from tbQ chisel of Mr
Volk.^jiff0* ~

^ Tflf Tow Jr part of tho building M devoted to music and
oonfooltenory stores, and in the second story there are

accommodations for artiste' studios.
ThO aoditoriwm and stage occupy the entire rear of the

bnlMing, and cover eighty-six feet wide by one hundred
and ifty feet in depth and sixty feet from parquet to

celling. Access to the auditorium la gained through th»
opening In the centre of the front, up a flight of etairs,
with quaint carvings on oiiher side, then through the
corridor or jisssgi above mentioned and three large
door openings. In connection with this corridor are two

sperkma rooms, with apartments for the toilet and ward¬
robe of visitors. Tho means of egress are ample, not
only through the doors for Ingress, but also through
openingsMmyated specially for that purpose, and lead¬
ing into Mate street.
The aodMoriom la elghty stx feet wide by ninety feet

In depth, and is divided as follows:.first, the orches-
Ira, parquet and tbe drees circle on tbe msln floor.
Second, Ike balcony elrcle, with private boxes in the
centre and open sofa seat*. Third, the family circle.
The orchestra is ten feet wide by thirty-six feet In
length The parquet and parquet dress circle are com-

pooed of sofas made of solid blsck walnut, and a num¬

ber of orchestra chairs of large dimensions and of tin

osual elegance and comfort occupy the front. The bal
cony circle is marked by Its division into flfty-six private
boxen noor the aentre of the house; these are furnished
with elegant carpets and chairs. The balcony and latnily
circles 'are supported by light Iron columns with orna¬
mented capitals, whence spring finely -ved brackets,
supporting tbe extended baloony. These brackets are

csrved with grotesque faces and quaint devioes of vari¬
ous kind* The main cornice of the auditorium is sup
ported from the walla by projecting corbels, ornamented
with carved mouldings and medallions. The celling is
panelled with heavy ribe, diverging from the central
dome, which is also panelled and ornamented with rich
corniest.
The oetling over the proscnuiom Is formed of a single

large panel, on which is frescoed an Aurora, copied from
the original freoco of Guldo Reni In Rome On the
right and left of it are two other panels, frescoed.tho
one with an ideal representation of Comedy, the other
with an Idealisation of Tragedy The three frescoes
were oxooated by Schubert The ribe end panel inter¬
sections ere wrought with ornamental pendants flowing
from the ceiling.
The auditorium is lighted wlto l ink's patent reflectors,

which are located In carved panels encircling tbe base of
the central dome, containing altogether three hundred
and flfty gas Jete They ere lighted from above, and the
Illumination is deflected upon the sudlenoe below. This
system of lighting is far superior to that of any opera
house In the country, slaco it throw* a brilliant yet sub
dued and mellow radiance npon and throughout theandl-
terium, with the exception of the galleries, which are
Illuminated by brackets projecting from the wells The
usual objection preferred against the Illumination of
largo halls Is obviated
Tho plea of veeUlallon is very extensive and perfect In

details. Ik addition to the wtadows, there is a large
venUiatery shaft oprcared from the rreus^

lifting itself like & vast turret far above the roof. This
flue ia constructed In connection with the (team and
smoke flues. Then there ia a large air duct that sur¬

mounts the parquet and leads directly to the main shaft,
thus forming a lower draft, to be opened at all times.
There are other ducts over the gallery circles, and in the
dome a skylight twelve feet in diameter.
The heating is c fleeted by means of Gould's automatic

steam apparatus. In case of alarm from fire there is also
a complete apparatus on the stage, fitted with hose and

other appliance8, by which jets of water may be immedi¬
ately directed to any part of the bu tiding. In addition
to the usual mndu of egress there are means of exit from
the upper tier to the roofs of adjoining buildings. In
fact, nothing has been overlooked which can tend to the
safety or comfort of the audience.
The fresco painting is admirable. BeMdes the Aurora

there are sunken panels in the ceiling containing por¬
traits of Beethovon, Mozart, Auber, Verdi. Wober, Wag¬
ner, Gounod, Gluck, Bellini, Donizetti, Meyerbeer and
Rossini. The decorations of the proscenium and its
boxes and of the grand entrances are rich in stucco,,
gilding, carving and statues.
The scenic department is composed of a large stock of

entirely new scenes, painted by Arrlgonl, Calyo and
Voegtiln. Besides these there are many set pieces,
painted to complete the scenery for the extensive rtper-
t"ire of operas to be brought out during the present
season.
*The upholster)*, designed and executed by Mr E. H.

Akuss, is of the best kind, and the decorations are ex¬

ceedingly costly. The seats, which are two thousaud
live hundred in number, are covered with bine damask
of elaborate pattern, manufactured in Europe ex¬

pressly for this palace of music and Imported
by A. T. Stewart, of New York. The draper¬
ies of tlio proscenium boxos, which are eoropriHcd in
three tiers on each side of the fftage are of brocatol vel¬
vet, the trimmings and fringes of original design, the
lower tier being iestooned with gold brocatol, intermixed
with crimBon silk velvet lambskin. The second tier is

draped with gold velvet, with trimmings to correspond,
and the third tier is hung with gold brocatel, variegated
with blue velvet. The three tiers together are all gorgeous¬
ly decorated with the latest style of Houiton lace cur¬

tains, imported expressly for the purpose, the whole
showing a hannouy of design and combination of taste

unsurpassed by auy opera house in the United States or

in Europe.
The stage and machinery have been planned under the

direction of Mr Wallace Hume, the successful con¬

structor of many stages in this country. Mr. Uutne has
spared no pains to make this stage the most elegant and
perfect in Americ a. Tito dressing rooms are partly on

and partly under the stage. Theso are seventeen in

number, furnished with carpets, wardrobes, drawers,
marble washstands and all other conveniences. ¦r:h Of
these rooms Is vsatillated nnd heated by the same means

as the auditorium.
